I wish first to congratulate the School Board and the Citi- 
zens of Litchfield upon the most excellent school building 
which I found in the process of construction when I entered 
upon my duties in the Union. It certainly is a fine, modern, 
well-equipped building which I believe adds greatly to the 
educational opportunities and possibilities of development 
which you are offering to the boys and girls of Litchfield.
